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Canned Foods Still Are ‘Best Buy,’ Says N.C.A. President, 
Citing Official BLS Figures on Retail Cost of Living Index 


The fact that canned fruits and vege- 
tables are the current “best buy” for 
the housewife in this time of increases 
in living costs was stressed by N.C.A. 
President Edward E. Burns in his ad- 
dress at the 50th annual meeting of 
the Virginia Canners Association at 
Roanoke February 28. 


Mr. Burns stated that even when 
the cost of living rises, the retail 
prices of canned fruits and vegetables 
do not contribute materially to this 
rise. 


R. B. Heiney of the N.C.A. staff also 
appeared on the Virginia program, 
speaking on current legislation, mili- 
tary procurement, and trends in the 
administration of the Food and Drug 
Act. 


Mr. Burns referred to this week's 
release by the U. S. Bureau of Labor 
Statistics which showed that retail 
prices of canned fruits and vegetables 
for January were up 0.7 percent com- 
pared with a 1.8 percent rise in the 
weighted average of all food prices. 


Freezing weather and excessive 
rains in certain major producing areas 
resulted in sharp advances in prices of 
fresh products, a 13 percent rise for 
vegetables and a 6.5 percent gain for 
fresh fruits, according to the report. 
Frozen fruits and vegetables advanced 
10.1 percent in price, mainly because 
of a 24.4 percent increase for frozen 
orange juice. Meats, poultry, and fish 
also increased markedly. The Janu- 
ary food index at 118.2 was 4.8 per- 
cent higher than a year ago, and 0.3 
percent above the previous high, for 
August, 1957. 

Most housewives think that food 
prices represent her principal diffi- 
culty in keeping the house manage- 
ment budget in line, without realizing 
that the stability of canned food prices 
is one of her best instruments for 
economizing on the family bills, stated 
Mr. Burns. “The consumer is today 
spending only 6 percent more for 
canned foods than she did in the 1947- 
49 base period, but for ‘all foods’ she 
is forced to spend over 18 percent 


Transportation Men Ask Study 
of Agricultural Exemption 


A comprehensive research program 
to improve the efficiency with which 
agricultural commodities are trans- 
ported to market was urged by 
USDA's Transportation Research Ad- 
visory Committee at its annual meet- 
ing in Washington, February 12-14. 


New research needed to cut the 
costs of commodity transportation, in 
the committee’s opinion, includes fur- 
ther study of the agricultural exemp- 
tion of certain carriers from inter- 
state commerce regulations, deter- 
mination of motor-carrier costs, and 
a study aimed at reducing transporta- 
tion costs in the marketing of wool. 

In regard to the agricultural exemp- 
tion, the committee noted that the 
work should determine the extent of 
exempt-carrier operations, determine 
the kinds of equipment they use and 
the types of hauling they engage in, 
find the rates that exempt carriers 
charge compered with rail and truck 
carriers regulated in interstate com- 


merce, evaluate the service character- 
istics of exempt carriers, determine 
the functions of brokers in the opera- 
tions of exempt carriers, and deter- 
mine the effects of broker operations 
on the stability of rates. 


The study of motor-carrier costs 
would be of value not only to com- 
modity producers and other shippers 
contemplating a private trucking op- 
eration, but would also provide use- 
ful information in freight-rate cases 
involving the rates of regulated motor 
carriers, the committee said. 


In the area of research to main- 
tain product quality during trans- 
portation, committee members urged 
more study of the protection of perish- 
able foods in transit and of the pre- 
cooling of vegetables and fruits. 

In the field of research for better 
utilization and improvement of trans- 
portation equipment, the committee 
gave top priority to further investiga- 
tions of the development and evalua- 
tion of cheaper and improved shipping 
containers and increased study to re- 
duce livestock losses in transit. 


more to get the same quantity she 
could have bought during 1947-49,” 
said Mr. Burns. Weekly earnings 
have increased approximately 350 per- 
cent over the past quarter century, 
he said, whereas the price of canned 
fruits and vegetables has risen only 
175 percent. 


Mr. Burns also pointed out that the 
series of freezes in Florida will re- 
sult in shorter supplies of a number 
of produce items, but a cheering note 
for homemakers is the ample supplies 
of canned fruits and vegetables avail- 
able at reasonable prices. 


The points made by Mr. Burns in 
his speech were conveyed also to the 
consuming public through the distri- 
bution of press releases by the Infor- 
mation Division to 111 Virginia news- 
papers, 99 radio and television sta- 
tions, the local and national wire

Defense Dept. Gives Assurance 
on Procurement Procedures 


The Department of Defense has as- 
sured the N. C. A. by letter that it is 
undertaking to amend the Armed 
Forces Procurement Regulations to 
correct its buying procedure with re- 
spect to small business set-asides. 


The Defense Department is acting 
on the canning industry’s opposition 
to the existing procedure, as enunci- 
ated in a resolution adopted by the 
membership at the Convention in At- 
lantie City. The N.C.A. had for- 
warded a copy of the resolution to 
the Department.

small business, to qualify as a bidder 
on the portion reserved for small busi- 
ness, must submit a bid on the un- 
reserved portion of the total require- 
ment at a price low enough to secure 
an award. (This can be the smallest 
acceptable quantity, a single car, for 
instance.) The small business with 
the lowest award price on the unre- 
served portion then is allowed first 
chance at the entire reserved portion. 
If he accepts, the award is made to 
him at the highest price paid on the 
unreserved portion. This means that 
by bidding unrealistically low on the 
unreserv rtion small business 
(canner, field broker or any other 
qualified small business bidder) can 
attempt to buy the right to the entire 
reserved portion of a total require- 
ment, and get it at the highest price 
at which an award is made on the 
unreserved portion. 


Following is the text of the Canning

the time-tested and equitable buying 
procedures formerly in use in the 
procurement of canned foods:

School Lunch Program 


USDA maintains mailing lists for 
the distribution of purchase announce- 
ments offering to buy certain canned 
fruits and canned vegetables, primar- 
ily for use in the National School 
Lunch Program. These lists cover 
canned apples and applesauce, apri- 
cots, cherries (red tart pitted), 
peaches, pears, prunes (purple 
plums), green beans, corn, peas, to- 
matoes and tomato paste. Purchases 
generally are made of some of these 
items on an annual basis in carload 
lots but no purchases have been made 
of some of the items for several years. 
These lists are being circularized at 
this time only for the purpose of 
bringing them up to date including 
changes in names and addresses where 
necessary. Circularization cards have 
been mailed by USDA to all address- 
ees on its list. Addressees interested 
in remaining on the list should check 
the items in which they are interested 
and make any necessary corrections 
in the name and address and return 
the card or cards promptly. Unless 
the returned cards are received by 
USDA within 30 days, the name will 
be dropped from the list. 


Redbook 


In the February issue of Redbook 
magazine, Helen B. Mills, food editor, 
has the article “Dinners for Busy 
Days.” Mrs. Mills features many 
canned foods in her week's dinner 
menus and the accompanying recipes. 


Sunday’s dinner, which includes to- 
mato juice and canned peas with 
onions in potato nests served with 
roast leg of lamb, is shown in an at- 
tractive full-page color photograph. 
Interesting sketches are used through- 
out the article. 

A handy shopping list of the foods 
needed to prepare the dinners for a 
week is given. Nineteen canned foods 
are listed, representing over a third 
of the shopping list.

Canned foods are used in each of 
the five recipes in the article “Casse- 
roles Fit for A King,” appearing in 
the food section of the February Fam- 
ily Cirele magazine. 

Grace White, food editor and author 
of the article, says that in addition 
to being fit for a king, the casseroles 
are “fit for meat-and-potato men, too, 
for these dinners in one dish pack 
plenty of stick-to-the-ribs goodness.” 
Three color photographs show the 
dishes in handsome service. 

The following canned foods are used 
in the recipes: okra, kidney beans, 
whole kernel corn, ripe olives, tomato 
soup, crab meat, shrimp, luncheon 
meat, pineapple tidbits, tomatoes, to- 
mato sauce, mushrooms, and baked 
beans. 


Price Support for Dry Beans 


The national average support price 
for 1958-crop dry beans has been set 
by USDA at $6.18 per hundredweight. 
This is 68 percent of the February 
parity price of $9.09 per hundred- 
weight. 

The supported classes of beans pro- 
duced in 1958 will be the same as those 
under the 1957 program: pea and 
medium white, great northern, small 
white, flat small white, pink, small 
red, pinto, red kidney, large lima, 
and baby lima beans, Support rates 
by classes and by area will be an- 
nounced by USDA later. 


Beans will be supported through 
loans and purchase agreements, which 
will be available from harvest time 
through January 31, 1959. The ma- 
turity date for loans and agreements 
will be February 28, 1959, in Michi- 
gan, Pennsylvania and New York, and 
April 30, 1959, in all other states. 

Price support for 1957-crop dry 
beans was at a national average price 
of $6.31 per hundredweight, which 


was 68 percent of parity for the 1957 
crop. 

Price support takeover of 1956-crop 
dry beans amounted to approximately 
2,950,000 hundredweight and on Jan- 
uary 15, 1957, a total of 2,905,025 
hundredweight of 1956-crop beans 
was still under support. All 1956-crop 
beans taken over under price support 
were moved out of CCC inventory by 
mid-September, 1957. This permitted 
the 1957 crop to move without an over- 
hang of dry beans in CCC inventory. 

As a result of heavy movement out 
of the CCC inventory last summer, 
CCC has no inventory of dry beans at 
present, although it did have a total of 
1,839,021 hundredweight of 1957-crop 
beans under price support loans or 


purchase agreements on January 15, 
1958. 


USDA PricincG Polier 


USDA on February 25 announced 
that any 1957-crop dry beans taken 
over by the CCC under the price sup- 
port program will be sold at the 
higher of the domestic market price 
or the statutory minimum price, which 
is 105 percent of 1957 support rates 
plus carrying charges. This pricing 
will apply to both domestic and export 
sales. 

Any 1957-crop beans acquired under 
price support and not sold prior to 
1958 harvest under the newly-an- 
nounced pricing policy will be made 
available to noncommercial outlets 
such as domestic and foreign donation. 


This pricing policy for any CCC- 
owned 1957-crop dry beans is de- 
signed, USDA stated, to encourage 
maximum movement of dry beans into 
commercial market channels. As a 
result of a small 1957 crop and a 
below-normal carryover from previous 
crops, supplies of dry beans for the 
current 1957-58 marketing year are 
the smallest since 1947. Indications 
are that commercial outlets, including 
domestic and export, should absorb 
the 1957 crop without difficulty.

Customs Drawback 


H. R. 9919, to amend the Tariff Act 
of 1930 to extend the privilege of sub- 
stitution for the purpose of obtaining 
customs drawback, was passed by the 
House February 27 and sent to the 
Senate. The legislation could be of in- 
terest to any canner whose products 
are exported. 

The Tariff Act of 1930 authorizes a 
refund of tariffs paid on imported 
merchandise which is used in the 
manufacture or production of articles 
which are exported. Also, the refund 
or “drawback” may be claimed even if 
none of the imported merchandise may 
actually have been used in the manu- 
facture of the exported articles, pro- 
vided that domestic merchandise of 
the same kind and quality has been 
substituted for the imported merchan- 
dise. This privilege of substitution 
is limited by present law to certain 
enumerated articles, one of which is 
sugar, and H. R. 9919 would extend 
the privilege of substitution to all 
merchandise. 

For example, if a raw or manu- 
factured product imported from Can- 
ada were used, together with domestic 
merchandise of the same kind and 
quality, in the manufacture of a new 
product and some of the new articles 
were subsequently exported, it might 
be possible under provisions of H. R. 
9919 to obtain drawback. 


Mexican Farm Labor Program 


A subcommittee of the House Agri- 
culture Committee is holding public 
hearings in California and Arizona on 
the operation of Public Law 78, 82d 
Congress, under which Mexican na- 
tionals enter the United States for 
seasonal work in agriculture. 


Purpose of the hearings is to ob- 
tain the views of local producers and 
workers on the conditions under which 
the program is carried out. Also un- 
der consideration are reports that 
American farmers in some instances 
have moved their operations into Mex- 
ico to take advantage of cheaper labor 
and lower production costs. 


The Equipment, Manpower and Sup-
